The machine 
includes windings located in grooves and insulated from the 
plate core of the machine. An electrically conductive shield, 
which is fitted between the windings and the plate core, 
comprises a number of parallel strips.

Document Dl, which is considered to represent the most 
relevant state of the art, discloses a AC motor, which has 
windings in each stator slot enclosed by screen. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from Dl in that the 
shield comprises a number of parallel strips. The strips are 
separated from each other and insulated from the plate core. 
The strips extend over the length of the groove and are 
earthed or connected to the plate core. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article
